American supersonic transport

WASHINGTON (AP) - With 


a third of the year gone, the 
Nixon administration is still 
looking for solid evidence of a 
broad economic upsurge that 
will drive down high unemploy- 
ment and slow inflation further. 


Despite President Nixon's 


pledge that 1971 will be a good 
year, unemployment has hov- 
ered around the 6 per cent rate 
all year. Last month, the job- 
less rate edged up to 6.1 per 
cent. 


Although consumer price in- 


creases slowed perceptibly in 
the first few months of the 
year, wholesale prices, which 
usually presage future cost-of- 
living increases, accelerated in 
April. 


And, the Commerce Depart- 


ment reported Wednesday, the 
rise in national personal in- 
come slackened in April, sup- 
plying new evidence the eco- 
nomic pace is failing to match 
the administration's forecasts. 


The personal income advance 


was $4.5 billion, down from the 
$6.2 billion increase recorded in 
February. The April rise was 
about the average monthly gain 
in 1970, a year in which the 
economy went through what 
Federal Reserve Chairman Ar- 
thur F.

Postal Hike 
Takes Effect 
Sunday, 16th 


Postmaster A. D. Brannan 


said today that increases in most 
postage rates will take effect 
Sunday, May 16, as the new 
United States Postal Service 
begins its task of achieving self- 
sufficiency as required by the 
Postal Reorganization Act. 


Mr. Brannan noted that 


general postage rates have not 
been increased since 1967 when 
Congress passed what was to 
become its final legislative act in 
this respect. 


He pointed out that, earlier, 


requests for rate increases were 
proposed to Congress in 1969 by 
both President Johnson and 
President Nixon. In addition, 
President Nixon proposed an 
increase in 1970, although none of 
the proposed increases was 
acted upon by Congress. 


Mr. Brannan explained that 


the new increases—authorized 
on a temporary basis until the 
newly created Postal Rate 
Commission can make recom- 
mendations to the Governors of 
the Postal Service on permanent 
charges—will raise first-class 
letter rates from 6 to 8 cents an 
ounce, and airmail letter rates 
from 10 to 11 cents an ounce. Post 
cards will go from 5 to 6 cents 
each and airmail post cards will 
go from 8 to 9 cents each.

more by business than by in- 
dividuals,

and cash his 12 good tricks 
to score 1,440 points for Italy. 


At the other table Bobby 


Goldman opened one dia- 
mond. His hand wasn't quite 
strong enough to warrant a 
two-club call in their meth- 
ods. From then on the bid- 
ding went forward nicely, 
but unfortunately the club 
suit was mentioned and they 
found their 4-4 fit to land 
at six clubs. 


We can't fault them for 


this. Normally there is a de- 
cided advantage in finding 
a sound 4-4 fit. This time it 
didn't work out. There was 
no way for Billy Eisenberg 
to avoid losing two trump 
tricks when West showed up 
with all five trumps. Italy 
took a 17 IMP lead.

ness. I am always arguing 
with my friends and family. 
There is a constant push for 
better marks from my par- 
ents because I go to a pri- 
vate school. I am becoming 
concerned about my shaking 
hands. I don't want to see a 
doctor because my parents 
would have to know. Is there 
a product that works to stop 
constant nervousness? 


Dear 
Reader — Nervous- 


ness is a symptom. You 
have suggested some causes 
for your problem, particular- 
ly the pressure to make good 
marks in school. There is no 
way that you can be proper- 
ly treated without profes- 
sional help, which means you 
will have to see a doctor. 


Perhaps the first step in 


resolving 
y o u r 
difficulty 


would be to discuss it frank- 
ly with your parents. Prob- 
lems in communications be- 
tween people who live to- 
gether or have close emo- 
tional ties are a frequent 
cause of nervousness. The 
best treatment for this is 
talking out the problem. 


Certain habits, like exces- 


sive 
use 
of 
coffee, 
cola 


drinks and cigarettes, in- 
crease 
nervousness. Some 


diseases do, also, like an 
overactive t h y r o i d gland 
which can cause shaking of 
the hands as well. Individ- 
uals with overactive thyroid 
glands are usually excessive- 


ly emotional and sensitive to 
life's stresses. Finally there 
is 
nervousness 
associated 


with 
emotional 
problems 


(very frequent in students) 
and even disorders of the 
nervous 
system. 
Nervous- 


ness is not something that 
you can resolve by taking a 
pill without 
understanding 


the cause. 


You should not be ashamed 


about being nervous. It may 
well be a symptom of a 
medical problem that needs 
attention. In any case, it is 
a problem which affects your 
health and happiness. It is 
certainly 
worthy of your 


parents' attention 
and in- 


terest and justifies a visit to 
your doctor. 


Dear Dr. Lamb—When a 


doctor puts a person on a 
reducing diet, doesn't 
the 


diet require a certain amount 
of water? My husband said 
he has never heard of a diet 
including water, that you can 
go on any diet and leave 
water 
out 
and 
still lose 


weight. 


Dear Header—Water has 


no calories. Regardless of 
how much water you drink, 
it will have no effect on the 
fat stores in your body. Wa- 
ter can affect body weight. 


Some doctors ask 
their 


patients to drink water to 
help 
fill 
up the digestive 


tract and hopefully decrease 
the appetite. If you limit suf- 
ficiently the amount of cal- 
ories in the diet, whether you 
drink water or not. you will 
still lose weight.
